In the winter of 1951 and the first two months of 1952 the Communists 
established air routes and landing stations for hydroplanes in Tibet. 
The first main air route went from Ozero Issyk Kul (approximately 

77~ 4 42— ), JISSR, via Shemen Tsho® (Charol Tso, 81-40, 3402) 

and Seling Tsho” (Zilling Tso, 89-00, 31=50) to Nam Tsho Chhime 
(90=30, 30-45). During the same period branch routes and sub-stations 
were gstablished at Nyak Tsho® (79-48, 33=33) in the vicinity of 
Rudok* (79-40, 33-27) and at Manasarowar Leake (81-25, 30-40). Prior 
to March 1952 Soviet pilots made a test flight along these routes. 


2o In late 1951 and early 1952 the Chinese Communists planned the 
construction of large-scale air bases at Chhushu® (Chushul Dzong, 
90246, 29-25), Zhikatse?
